man bombers continued their feel- 
ing-out process. 


Fatal bombs rained oh a south 


coast town. A brief communique 
said the raiders destroyed some 
houses and caused a small number 
of casualties, "some of which were 
fatal." 


Later reports said that at least 


four persons were killed and 11 in- 
jured today 
in southeast 
coast 


towns. Raiders also appeared over 
the southwest and northwest coasts. 


Great Britain, "a great nation 


with a will power" the equal of 
Germany's, is ready for a long war 
and waiting for the day. even if it 
should not come until 1942, when 
she can take the offensive her- 
self. 


Cites British Power 


So Prime Minister Churchill in- 


formed the world last night in a 
"fight talk" picturing Britain as 
armed more powerfully on land, at 
sea andHn the air than at any time 
in her history- 


Churchill spoke of the strength 


of the British army, "a million and 
a half men under arms": of the 
home guard, "more than a million" 
volunteers ready to destroy "para- 
chutists, airborne invaders and any 
traitors that may be found in our 
midst"; of the Royal Air Force, and 
fighter command, which have "shot 
down more than five to one" of 
German planes attacking convoys 
and Britain herself, and finally of 
the royal navy, ready to protect 
any part of the empire "with over 
a thousand armed ships under the 
white ensign patrolling the seas." 


Then, looking beyond the "im- 


pending assault which we await un- 
dismayed," he asked, "why do I 
dwell on all this?" 


Envisions Offensive 


"Not, surely, to induce any slack- 


ening of effort or vigilance," he 
said. 


"On the contrary, these must bo 


redoubled and we must prepare not 
only for the summer but for the 
winter, not only for 1941 but for 
1942, when the war will. I trust. 
take a different form from the de- 
fensive in which it has hitherto 
been bound." 


Even as he spoke. Britain issued 


a new tally of that "defensive" war. 


In the air, she claimed five nazi 


dive-bombers and two escorting 


^ fighter planes brought down during 
"an attack-on a ship convoy in the 
Dover straits yesterday. 


The admiralty yesterday announc-

ish circles said that Britain had told 
Japan she would close the only 
route by which war supplies, main- 
ly American, reach the Chinese cen- 
tral government for three months if 
Japan would use that time to seek 
a peace. 


These circles said the 
United 


States government had been kept 
informed of the offer to dose the 
supply route—the Burma road—and 
thus far had made no objections. 


Washington, however, has sent 


"detailed comment" on the British- 
Japanese negotiations, it was said. 


These authoritative circles said 


that, although some critics might 
say Britain had let China down, the 
biggest 
assistance 
Britain could 


render China would be to beat Ger- 
many. 


Then Britain would be free to 


wield a stronger hand in the Far 
East, they said. 


Japs Impressed 


The situation was described au-

1. German conquest of the Low- 


lands and defeat of the French army 
vastly impressed Japan and precipi- 
tated extreme pressuft against Brit- 
ain in the Far East

Washington—Behind the Monroe 


Doctrine heardlmes you've 
been 


reading is a deliberate battle of 
witts between Washington and Ber- 
lin—with Washington on the offen- 
sive. 


The primary aim in Washington 


is to bring strikingly to the atten- 
tion of the American public—both 
above and below the Rio Grande— 
the original Monroe Doctrine and its 
championship of independence for 
the nations of the Western hemi- 
sphere as well as its warning to Eu- 
ropean powers to keep off.

Monroe Doctrines in Europe and 
Asia, and to show them in contrast 
with each other. 


These officials have been ready 


to leap at a chance to prove Uncle 
Sam is on the level and devoid of 
all desire to set up any puppet re- 
times in this hemisphere.

But if the 
lights arc turned on at the wrong time the 
crowd may see through the shabby dis- 
guise to the petty flash and paltriness of 
it all. 


Twenty Billion Dollars 


The American store of gold has passed 


in value 20 billion dollars. This represents 
something like three-fourths of the known 
gold in tho world. 


How did we get it? And what good 


is it doing us? 


We obtained part of it through the 


natural course of trade, by selling more 
abroad than we bought But it is unde- 
niable that we obtained a large share of 
it for doing things and selling materials, 
the disposition of which was a case of 
penny wise and pound foolish. Thus we 
have established abroad many concerns to 
produce American inventions, tools, goods 
and patented articles that should be pro- 
duced here and that foreign countries 
were incapable of producing. As another 
example we have sent thousands of en- 
gineers to Russia to build plants, construct 
waterpowers, design machinery, and thus 
create goods that otherwise could only 
have been produced in America. Pro- 
ficiency in the Russian plants is not high 
but among people who have been long 
skilled it is 
probably 
as 
high as in 


America. 


In the meantime we don't appear to 


know what to do with our 20 billions. We 
have 10 millions unemployed. -We have 
more millions on relief. The government 
has spent 60 billions which it has taken 
in through taxation or obtained by bor- 
rowing during the last seven years and 
so far as can be seen has not produced 
one job beyond the members of the Prae- 
torian army of payrollers. 


Unless we know how to handle the 


great wealth America has produced it isn't 
doing us much good. 


Back in those deplorable "horse and 


buggy'' days concerning which our lead- 
ers spoke so disdainfully, we didn't even 
have a billion in gold but we had jobs 
for everyone, food 
and 
clothing were 


abundant, and people were happy because 
they could see they were accomplishing 
something. There isn't any happiness in 
idleness. If we are going to continue our 
present mode of life whereby the govern- 
ment whacks up with all people who can 
trim the public out of million dollar sal- 
aries, and the like, wouldn't it be better 
to take the 20 billions in gold out to the 
deepest point in the Pacific and dump it? 


Then, 
at least, we could return to 


normal. 


Tavern Disease and Remedy 


George Hippie, marketing expert for 


the Schenley Distilling company, one of 
the largest in the liquor business, cer- 
tainly cannot be accused of being anti- 
tavern or anti-liquor. For this reason, 
his remarks to 700 tavernkeepers from 
northeastern Wisconsin recently 
should 


carry weight with them and with others 
in the business. 


After telling the tavern men to obey 


the laws, he frankly stated it was a mat- 
ter of selfish interest to do so "because 
we don't want to see another 14 years of 
'law and order1 like we saw under prohi- 
bition." He added: "The 'drys' are watch- 
ing us, but they can't do a thing unless 
we furnish them with ammunition." 


Companies like Scheniey, with mil- 


lions of dollars invested in liquor and li- 
quor producing equipment, do not want 
their business jeopardized by the stupid 
chiseling of tavernkeepers unable to see 
beyond the next dime. Leaders of the 
industry realize that not only the drys, but 
the nation as a whole, have them under 
surveillance. 
They remember, too, that 


the needs of national preparedness paved 
the way for prohibition, in a period not so 
different from the one we are now en- 
tering. 


Mr. Hippie, of course, was'talking to 


tavern men. 
But licensing 
authorities 


might take the same lesson to heart for 
the benefit of those they regulate, lest 
they share the blame if the public turns 
upon the liquor traffic a second time. 


A stern policy of license revocation to 


eliminate the lawless minority is the sur- 
est method of securing longevity for the 
decent majority. 
Such a policy would 


have tho cooperation of the large liquor 
interests, who value good public opinion 
above the peanut profits of petty ille- 
gality.

Chicaf*—The manager of the Congress hotel 


on famed Michigan boulevard was one of the 
first persons outside the innermost White House 
group to get the word that the president would 
run again. 


The hotel man was let in on the secret by a 


member of the White House staff, who was dis- 
patched to Chicago to make arrangements for 
the president's visit when he accepts the "draft 
nomination. The secret service agent reserved 
a number of rooms for the presidential party 
and naturally had to explain why he wu doing 
so. 


The choice of the Congress was made person- 


ally by Roosevelt. He stayed there when he flew 
to Chicago in 1932 to make his first spectacular 
acceptance speech, and during his two success- 
ful campaigns. 


The floor that will be occupied by the presi- 


dent, as well as the floor above and the one be- 
low, have been under constant surveillance 
since the reservation was made. During the 
president's stay the entire hotel will be under 
guard. 


Travel arrangements have been made for the 


president both by rail and plane. He wants to 
fly but the secret service is opposed to that, 
and unless he overrules them he will make the 
trip by special train. 
TERRIFIC PRESSURE 


Those last few days before he made his 


momentous decision should be indelibly stamp- 
ed on the president's memory. 


The undercover pressure on him to run was 


terrific. 
An illustration was what happened 


m a period of two hours on Monday, shortly 
after he returned to his desk from the week- 
end stay at Hyde Park. Three close congres- 
sional friends, men who had gone down the 
line for him through thick and thin, called on 
him and insisted that he had to run again. 


The first was Representative John 
Mc- 


Cormack of Massachusetts, whose delegation 
nominally is pledged to Jim Farley. Mc-Cor- 
mack is one of the delegates but a 
strong 


third-termer, and frankly told Roosevelt that 
the time had come for him to declare him- 
self. 


"Our delegation is all for you," McCormack 


said. "But we don't know what to do. I don't 
want to impose on you, but you owe it to us to 
give some indication what you are thinking. 
We feel you are the one man capable of lead- 
ing us in this crisis and you just have to make 
the sacrifice." 


Roosevelt demurred, insisting there were oth- 


er leaders in the party who could successfully 
challenge the GOP. 


"And besides, John," he said, "I can be of 


assistance out of office as well as in." 


"Yes. but your strength is increased a mil- 


lion-fold as president," replied McCormack. 


Still the president protested, saying that the 


past seven years 'had been extremely trying 
and wearing. 
< 


"There is no question about that."'said Mc- 


Cormack, "but the toughest are yet to come. 
That's why you've got to be in the White 
House." 
WOBJRIED ABOUT REFORMS 


The second caller was Representative Adolph 


Sabath of Illinois, chairman of the rules com- 
mittee and a veteran of 34 years in the house. 
He began by recalling that in 1930. after Roose- 
velt's re-election as governor of New York, Sa- 
bath had sent him a telegram predicting he 
would be the next president. 


"You simply have got to run again," Sabath 


declared. "You owe it to the country, to hu- 
manity in general and to the party. 
Further- 


more, all the New Deal reforms are sure to be 
wiped out if you give up the fight now." 


"That's what worries me," said Roosevelt 


quietly, as if to himself. 


The third caller, completing the march across 


the country, \vas Representative Lee Geyer, 
militant young California liberal, who was ac- 
companied by J. Frank Burke, Los Angeles 
radio station owner. Burke told Roosevelt he 
had supported him throughout his regime. 


"Yes. and he'll continue to support you for

Reports also are circulating that a flood of 


telegrams will descend on delegates from their 
home states urging them to vote against a third 
term. 
CHICAGO MERRY-GO-ROUND 


Mayor Kelly has gone to great pains to sup- 


ply the delegates with free entertainment. A 
special citizens' committee, headed by Colonel 
A. A. Spraguc and Gael Sullivan, Kelly's hand- 
some young executive secretary, is providing 
the Democratic visitors with free tickets to the 
movies, Arlington race track, moonlight lake 
cruises, concerts, buffet parties and auto ser- 
vice. . . . Last week Phil LaFollette requested 
fifteen minutes of radio time on the Saturday 
before the convention for the purpose, as he ex- 
pressed it, of "urging the Democratic convention 
to nominate a real American."

French where no French was need- 
ed, or wring secrets out of a slide 
rule whereas what was the most 
important was the kind of a hand 
he or she wrote. 


The personnel division of the civ- 


il service commission has known 
about this for years and has been 
eager to do something about it, but 
just try something like that on your 
congressman and see how far YOU 
get. The defense program made 
funds available to the commission 
for just this business of getting the 
right people for the right jobs (effi- 
ciency suddenly comes of age) and, 
presto, the machines were in.

FREE FROM SMALLPOX 


In this column recently, quoting 


from an article published in a lead- 
ing medical journal. I said: 


"Maine, with more smallpox than 


any other state, has a conscientious 
objector law in respect to vaccina- 
tion. 


Vermont. which has neither a 


general vaccination law nor even a 
school attendance law, is second to 
Maine in the prevalence of small- 
pox. 


Kentucky . . ." 
The Commissioner of Health of 


the State of Maine declares this is 
absolutely incorrect and libelous 
and that as a matter of fact the last 
case af smallpox in Maine was in 
the year 1929. The Commissioner 
therefore believes that I should 
acknowledge my error and'publish 
a suitable correction. 


Now, having consulted the official 


tables of the prevalence of com- 
municable disease regularly pub- 
lished in Public Health Reports of 
the U. S. Public Health Service. I 
agree with the Commissioner that 
I owe the State of Maine an apol- 
ogy for a gross misrepresentation o! 
the health standard of the state, 
and I hereby do apologize, and ex- 
press sincere regret for the error. 


It goes to show that one cannot 


rely on what one reads in a medical 
journal. For that matter, there is a 
good deal more poetry than truth in 
most medical publications, especial, 
ly the absurdly cooked up medical 
textbooks which are being publish- 
ed nowadays — by writers whose 
sole claim to eminence Is literary 
industry, not outstanding skill or 
ability as medical practitioners.

fine place to' spend a vacation 
whether you are vaccinated or not 
Nowhere would you be less likely 
to be exposed to smallpox.

The quarantining of persons who 


do not believe in vaccination has 
but one effect, it seems to me, and 
that is protection of persons who 
neglect to be vaccinated. It Is cer- 
tainly not advantageous for persons 
who believe in and are vaccinated, 
for they have nothing to fear from 
possible exposure to smallpox. 


If you ask me about vaccination 


I say the state should offer vac- 
cination to every one who wants 


It, and if anybody doesn't want H 
that is all the state should do about 
it As long as I am well vaccinated 
I don't care whether you elect to 
take your chances unvaccinatcd.

tests have been made as to the im- 
portance of part of the Vitamin B 
complex, for treatment of eye trou- 
ble. But we are told the most im- 
portant sources of eye nourishment 
are shark liver oil. halibut liver oil, 
fish roe, and other fish oils. Sec 
end in order are red palm leaf oil 
(only obtainable in capsule form), 
carrot juice in quantity, spinach, 
alfalfa, parsley, papaya, watercress, 
egg yolk, and such highly colored 
fruits and vegetables as 
apples, 


oranges, lemons, grapefruit, persim 
mons and tomatoes. 


It is good to remember that the 


raw juice of fresh fruits and veg- 
etables give you much more nour- 
ishment than canned juice. 
So 


whenever you .can, juice your fruits 
and vegetables in a juicer. Un- 
sweetened pineapple juice may be 
combined with almost any vegetabl" 
juice, making a 
very palatable 


drink, and also aiding in the as- 
similation of other foods.

No time should be lost in moving 


bearded irises. When it is desired 
to transplant them to a new loca- 
tion, the work should be done as 
early in the season as is possible. 
This allows the plants to reestablish 
themselves before cold weather ar- 
rives. Three-fanned divisions, if 
made at this time will form flower 
buds for next spring's bloom long 
before freezing weather approaches. 


Wash the soil from the roots of 


entire clumps or divisions which 
are being transplanted, and then 
set them in soil not previously used 
for irises. An exception might be 
made inxthe case of soil used pre- 
vious to five years ago. The soil 
should be well prepared by digging 
over. The addition of humus-form- 
ing materials such as is recommend- 
ed with other flowers is not sug- 
gested nor is the use of stable ma- 
nure allowable unless the manure 
con be kept well away from the 
roots. Best procedure dictates the 
use of bone meal and lime in large 
quantities at the time the roots are 
reset. 


When digging the roots be on the

Twenty-five years ago this month 


as Harry K. Thaw's new murder 
trial and the epic movie, "Birth o: 
a Nation," were providing topics 
for American 
conversation,

United States and Germany con- 
tinued to exchange notes on .the 2- 
month old sinking of the Lusitania. 


The war seemed much closer than 


it had when hostilities began the 
previous summer. Early in July, 
1915, Appleton readers learned froiri 
their two daily newspapers that 
John P. Morgan, the financier, had 
been shot at his summer home at 
Glencove, Long Island, by an as- 
sailant who declared, Morgan start 
ed the war and could have stopped 
it any time he wished." Morgan, 
v:ho had been handling large war 
contracts for the allies, was not se 
riously wounded. 


There were repercussions of the 


war. too, in another story that came 
from Long Island. It was reported 
hat the United States cabinet fa- 
vored seizure of the radio station 
at Sayville. Long Island, although 
Dr. K. G. Frank, who represented 
some of the owners, said that the 
stories about the station sending 
secret, dispatches to German sub- 
marines and aiding the German spy 
system were ridiculous. 


Reply to Note 


The German reply to the second 


American note on the Lusitania 
tragedy was made public July 10. 


Some of its contents were: 
"If the commander of the Ger- 


man submarine which destroyed the 
Lusitania had caused the crew and 
passengers to take to the boats be- 
fore firing a torpedo, this would 
have meant the sure destruction of 
his own vessel. 


"The imperial government repeats 


the assurance that American ship- 
ping will not be hindered in the 
prosecution of legistimate shipping 
and the lives of American citi- 
zens in neutral vessels shall not, be 
placed in jeopardy. 


"The imperial government is un- 


able to admit that American citi- 
zens can protect an enemy ship 
through the mere fact of their pres- 
ence on board." 


Although they made no official 


answer immediately. President Wil- 
son and administration chiefs pri- 
vately expressed disappointment ov- 
er the Germany reply. 


Two days later the German for- 


eign office at Berlin, declaring that 
the American translation of the 
note was not quite as friendly as 
it was intended, said that Germany 
I/as willing to make further con- 
cessions to safeguard Americans in 
the war zone. She could not aban- 
don her submarine policy, she said, 
but she would consent to placing 
several great German liners under 
the American flag for the remain- 
der of the war in addition to grant- 
ing immunity from submarine at- 
tacks to four English liners as pro- 
posed in b'er latest note, if those 
liners sailed under "the American 
flag and without contraband. 


Allies Refuse 


The next day reliable sources at 


London said that the allies wouM 
not consent to any arrangement be- 
tween Germany and the United 
States by which interned German 
iiners would resume their sailings 
under the American flag with a 
German-American 
understanding 


that they carry no contraband. 


There was considerable relief in 


the United 
States when it was 


learned that the steamer Armen- 
ian, destroyed by a German sub- 
marine with a loss of 20 American 
lives, was engaged in British ad- 
miralty business. This was regarded 
as placing the vessel in the trans- 
port class and eliminating the pos- 
sibility of a controversy between 
the United States and Germany 
concerning its destruction.

SPAKE MINNOWS TO

If we can't make the fish bite

If the fish are lying 
deep, a sunken streamer fly with 
spinner, a fluttering pork strip be- 
hind a spinner or spoon, or a deep- 
traveling, natural finish plug that 
resembles a minnow will generally 
do the work. 


We recall one mid-summer day, 


however, on Stearns lake in north- 
ern Wisconsin, when we couldn't 
rouse a plainly visible school of 
small-mouth bass with anything we 
had in the tackle box, but on the 
second day we laid them low with 
minnows. 


Minnows also make most excel- 


lent bait for walleyes and crappies, 
as all fishermen know, but both 
can be taken with artificials. We 
would urge that more fishermen 
turn to the use of artificial lures, 
not or.ly because of the sportiveness 
of it, but also to preserve the very 
valuable minnows which are the 
basic food of our game fishes. 


Minnows Arc Scarce 


With the number of fishermen 


ever increasing, minnows become 
scarcer and scarcer. We know of 
minnow merchants who find it nec- 
essary to go fifty miles or more to 
ind minnows, nearby waters having 
been seined again and again until 
all minnows were taken. The wip- 
ng out of this food supply for the 
game fish never really struck home 
.o us until minnow merchants, 
iraveling over forty miles to get 
;here, began seining with regularity 
a favorite small-mouth bass stream 
of ours, Little Raccoon creek, in 
Indiana. The results were sickening. 


Whereas in previous years we al- 


ways had found plenty of bass in 
ihis small stream, and had had 
nigh sport with them on flies, now 
we find them rapidly disappearing, 
and the few that aie left are as 
scared as trout. What happened in 
this stream has happened in many 
other streams in most states. 


It seems to us that streams which 


are suitable for production of game 
fish should be protected from want- 
on seining, else we will be faced 
with fishless fishing 


Some streams, shallow lakes, and 


ponds aren't suitable 
for game 


fish, but produce minnows in good- 
ly numbers. It seems to us that if 
the minnow merchants and the fish- 
ermen themselves were to take bet- 
ter care of the minnows in their 
possession, these sources of supply 
might prove adequate. 


Tips On Care 


In most cases fishermen can cut 


down the number of minnows they 
use by taking better care to see 
that none die. Don't take more min- 
nows with you when you go fishing 
than you think you'll need. 
Put 


them in a container that will keep 
them cool and in which air can 
circulate, such as a canvas bucket, 
or an extra large galvanized buck- 
et through which air can be forced, 
and, if convenient, hang Ihe bucket 
,n cool water. If a new galvanized 
Bucket is to be used, fill it and 
.et it soak for a few hours in a 
solution of boiling water and bak- 
ng soda to remove the traces of 
soldering acids that will kill the 
minnows. Do not subject the min- 
nows to sudden changes in water 
temperatures, and do not handle 
them more than is absolutely nec- 
essary. Anything short of the wor- 
thy little mud-minnow cannot stand 
rough treatment.

"By modern methods of examina- 


tion many cases of lung disease, 
small in extent, are discovered. 
When tuberculosis is discovered 
early, the persons's general health 
is usually excellent For .these pa- 
tients, as well as many others in 
whom incapacity is only beginning, 
artificial pneumothorax is institut- 
ed. In this procedure the lung is col- 
lapsed by introducing air into the 
pleural cavity. This treatment has 
been found to be the most satisfac- 
tory method of resting the lung. 
When the diseased area is adequate- 
ly collapsed multiplication of the tu- 
bercle bacilli, the germ which caus- 
es tuberculosis, is held back, and the 
production of scar tissue is stimulat- 
ed. 


"Tuberculosis is a 'contagious dis- 


ease; it cannot develop in the body 
of a person or an animal in the ab- 
sence of tubercle bacilli. 
It is not 


hereditary and is rarely congenital 
(present at birth); therefore, contact 
with a person or animal who has it 
is the principal factor in its devel- 
opment 


"After the tubercle bacillus enters- 


the body of a person or an animal, 
it multiplies into large 
numbers 


without causing pain or discomfort 
and without changing the appear- 
ance of its host for a period 
of 


months or years. By the time the 
host is ilL. bacilli a*e usually being 
eliminated, and chance may implant 
them in the bodies of other persons 
or animals. Thus, in this insidious 
manner the tubercle bacillus has 
perpetuated itself in the bodies of 
human beings and animals for ages. 


"The Mantoux tuberculin test de- 


tects the presence of tubercle bacil- 
li in the human body, within a few 
weeks after they, enter. If tubercle 
bacilli are present anywhere in the 
body, a characteristic reaction ap- 
pears at the site of administration 
within forty-eight hours. The test is 


harmless, and it detects the pres- 
ence of tuberculosis even though th« 
areas of di-oase are microscopic. 


'Persons with contagious tuber* 


culosis should be removed from the 
home to a hospital or sanatorium 
and in this way prevent spread of 
he infection to members of the fam- 
ly."
